A Statement. 

While  we  have  loftg  since  learned  that  a 
little  sickness  in  a school  generally  causes 
largely  exaggerated  reports,  and  we  have 
ceased  to  worry  Over  them,  we  think  it 
might  be  well  for  inf  to  make  a Statement 
for  the  relief  of  some  of  our  friends  who 
have  been  disturbed  by  reports  that  a 
large  number  ofj  dur  girls  are  down  with 
typhoid  fever  and  tjhat  numbers  are.,  leav- 
ing ,our  school  oi|i  Recount  of  this.  ^ 

Considering  our  large  numbers  add  the 
health  conditions  throughout  the  country 
this  fall,  we  think  Our  proportion  of  . ick- 
ness  has  not  lieefl  large.  We  have  had  but 
four  serious  cases  cif  sickness,  one  of  which 
was  fatal.  All  of  these  developed  within 
from  one  to  two  weeks  after  the  arrival  ot 
the  girls,  ami  any  reputable  physician  will 
agree  that  continued  fevers  are  never  devel- 
o|>ed  by*  local  Caftscs  in  so  short  a time: 
Therefore,  it  is  clear  that  the  girls  brimght 
this  sickness  to  blue  Mountain  with  them. 
We  have  had  a few  cases  of  lighter  sick- 
ness. However,  dijring  the  last  few  weeks 
of  the  summer,  three  girls  who  were  plan- 
ning to  come  to  our  school  at  the  ojiening 
died,  and  about  a half  dozen  others  were 
prevented  from  Coming  by  serious  sickness; 
hence,  it  is  not  surprising  that  sdnie  got 
sick  after  they  cattle.  In  (act,  under  ordi-
